About two and one half miles above 
the mouth of the Little South, on the; 
•oath bank of the Rolling Fork, in 
south Boyle, near the Casey line, is an

It was at this time that seven Chero¬ 
kee Indians, from southern Tennessee, 
made a raid on the cabin of Henry 
Miller, afterwards known as the Sam 
Whitehouse farm. They came into the 
country unobserved and camped in a 
gap m the knobs the previous night, i 
which ia known to this day as “Indian 
gap.’* On one Sunday morning before 
day (as this Yvas the time for Indians 
to make theiP attack) they attempted 
to bresik into the house which Miller 
was trying to prevent by barring the 
puncheon doon The savages fired 
through the dier, killing Miller; then j 
having free aocess to the house they 
killed Elizabeth, his wife, and four 
children. She was found dead and 
aaked upon the floor, where apparantly 
sne had expired while trying to get to 
her infant child in the cradle, upon 
which the Indians had thrown a fire¬ 
brand. My mother’s great uncle, Jake 
Young, was working for Miller at that 
time, but had gone to a neighbor's 
boiiae to spend awhile. The night was 
too unlikely for him to go home, thus 
probably saying his life. A man named 
Biunes heard the shooting and said: 
M AI1 is not right at Miller’s,” and get¬ 
ting his rifle, which was empty, went 
to a man’s house named Baggb.

Apostle of the Christian Catholic 
dvboxcb. In Zion, ia Insane This fact 
eras demonstrated when Dowie, in an 
Address to hia followers in Shiloh 
Bouse. described himself as a'general, 
Bis hearers and his soldiers and ills 
home as a tent on the battlefield. 

Tbs spectacle presented by Dowie 
as be harangued his faithful adherents 
was pitiful. Hla eyes glared with the 
Area of madness, his manner wae nerv¬ 
ous and his address Incoherent ami 
re a sonless He fancied he had just 
conducted his hearers to victory after 
A frightful battle In which his genera! 
Craa slain and himself sorely wounded. 
And be pointed to his warships which . 
lay is battle formation in the lake, 
their guns protecting Zion from hos¬ 
tile Invasion 

Deacon John A. Lewis and James P 
Paters, his most faithful friends, 
•ought tn vain to quiet Dowie and es- 
eort him to his chamber. He ordered 
them to remain quiet and threatened 
to have .them court-martialed for ln- 
eabordlnation on the battlefle>ld. He 
pronounced an incoherent eulogy over 
the body of tila faithful general, which 
Be fancied lay at his feet, and ex- 
Borted his hearers, whom he termed 
**hla trusted soldiers" to follow his 
banner bo more glorious victories over 
their com moo foe. 

"You have naught to fear," he shout- 
•d ‘Our general has been slain, but 
bave I not taken his place, and. wound¬ 
ed as 1 nm. led you to victory' over the 
enemy* Now as we meet In this Lem 
to pay our last tribute to the greatness 
©f our (Allen leader let us not forget 
that uwjre battles are to be fought. 
And that we must stand together as 
a man if we hope to defeat our foes.” 

The first evidence that Dowie’a 
wind was hopelessly shattered pre¬ 
sented itself when the first apostle 
Appeared In the meeting room, garbed 
in black.

Flames Guarded Until All Hope olj 
Saving Structures Is Passed—Op 
position to Trust Believed to Be 
Cause of Work.

Princeton, Ho'.. Dec. 3.—Two big to¬ 
bacco stemmeries were destroyed 
Saturday by tires set by a mob of 30o 
masked men The mob held the town 
at bay until the flames were burning 
so furiously that they could not be 
extinguished. 

One of the stemmeries was con 
ducted by John Steger and the other 
by John C. Orr. 

The Sieger factory is controlled by 
the American Snuff ootnpany. Mr 
Steger being the Princeton agent for 
that concern Mr. Orr is the repre¬ 
sentative of the imperial Tobacco 
company of New York. 

I There were about 150,000 pounds of 
tobacco in each warehouse and all of 
It was burned. , 

The mob took charge of the police 
station and the water workB. Had the 
flremeh responded to the alarm they 
would*have been unable to obtain a 
supply of water. 

The work of the mob is believed to 
be the result of the agitation by the 
tobacco raisers against the tobacco 
trust. The organization of farmers 
Is known as the Dark Tobacco Grow¬ 
ers' Protective association, but It is 
not known that any members of that 
organization was in the mob. 

Several cottages In the vicinity of 
the factories were badly damaged, but 
nobody was hurt. The loss Is eatl 
mat «i at about' $170.0000. 

Night Marshal Disarmed. 

A mob of 300 men entered Prince¬ 
ton. seized the night town marshal 
and disarmed him. They then went to 
the factories and quickly applied the 
torch. Masked men stood on guard 
permitting nobody to approach until 
the buildings were enveloped In 
flames and could not be saved from 
destruction. 

A squad of the mob took charge of 
the telephone office and no news of 
the affair was allowed to be sent out 
unitl the work of the mob was fln- 
ished. 

When the mob saw that the Are was 
beyond control they left the town, 
going in the direction M»f ^Hopkins 
ville. discharging revolvers and rifles 
as they departed The flremen then 
made strenuous efforts to extinguish 
the flames, but could do nothing more 
than prevent the Are from destroying 
buildings ig the vicinity. 

The Steger stemmery was in the 
southern part of town on the .Illinois 
Central railroad, and the Orr building 
was in the northern part of the town. 

Troops May Be Called Out. 

Louisville. Ky.. Dec. 3.—Mott Ayres, 
state Are marshal. left for Princeton 
to Investigate the alleged incendiar¬ 
ism of the two tobacco factories. He 
has the powers of a grand Jury to 
summon witnesses and require them 
to testify under oath. It is not im¬ 
probable that Gov. Beckham will be 
asked to call out the militia to ‘pro¬ 
tect property in those districts in view 
of pant outrages. 

C. F. Snyder, secretary of the state 
board of fire underwriters, says the 
Insurance companies will not be re¬ 
sponsible for the loss of the plants 
under the clause exempting them in 
cases of riot and invasion. The In¬ 
surance companies are already Inves¬ 
tigating a Are of incendiar> origin 
that destroyed the $16,000 tobacco 
plant of W. C. Rice & Sons, at Fre- 
donia on the night of November 11. 
Previous to the Rice Fire several to¬ 
bacco barns were dynamited in Trigg. 
Graves and Caldwell counties. The 
protective association was formed 
-throughout the dark tobacco district 
and severest measures were taken 
i against growers who refused to Join 
It. Marauders visited their farms at 
night and cut down the tobacco plants 
with hoes, set Are to their barns, 
and committed other depred it tons. 

The Ill-feeling began about six 
years ago when the Italian govern 
ment sent agents into the dark to¬ 
bacco field. These agents paid such 
high prices for the tobacco that other 
agenta were driven out of the field.

Intoxicated persons and 
minors were deuied the privilege of 
buying alcoholic stimulants. 

But the expected beneficial results 
did not materialize In many of the 
monopoly districts intemperance in¬ 
creased More liquor was drunk at 
borne, and women and children became 
acaustomed to its use.
